NEW YORK CITY... . Wait- 
ing for a flight to Germany 
makes one remember. My first 

yes Atlantic flight 
in early 
1943 when the 
sea lanes hid 
hostile subma- 
rines and war 
flamed on the 
continent of Eu- 
rope and in the 

skies above it. 
There was

vidually we were told to go to 
Baltimore and report at a certain 
hotel at an appointed hour. There 
we found ourselves to be a group 
of 30, for the most part strangers 
one to the other. After dinner we 
were gathered in a room and 
given instructions not to talk. 
When it was dark a bus took us 
through blacked-out streets to the 
docks. There we entered the dim- 

lit ‘hull of a huge flying boat. 

We were carefully placed as to

The great 
boat was flying. 


Water and Islands 

At dawn water and islands 
moved beneath us. We came 
down in Botwood Bay, New 
Foundland. There was a small 
fishing village, a few aircraft and 
a patrol boat. We shaved, bathed, 
ate. From there we flew at dusk 
into the night. 

Soon after dawn we dropped 
into the River Shannon. There 
was a small Irish town by the 
bank called Foynes. Memory

with dining tables in a small 
room by the pub. It was redolent 
with the malty aroma of beers 


and ale and the sour-mash smell 
of Irish whisky. We had the suc- 
culent Irish bacon, eggs and tea. 

We flew again, heaving up out 
of the Shannon’s classic waters 
and across the Emerald Isle. 
Spitfires picked us up and flew 
with us to Poole’s ancient, shal- 
low harbor in Dorsetshire. From 
there a night train took us 132 
miles to London. 

That was the first crossing. But 
there always is an excitement 
which mounts before another one. 
Only a clod would not feel the 
mysterious wonder of man’s fly- 
ing into darkness toward the con- 
tinent of Europe. It really is a 
race toward the rising sun. There 
is not too much of the night. It 
comes slowly, envelopes the air- 
craft, and then, suddenly one 
sees a tint of rose, a line of 
orange light and the sun is there, 
moving on toward America, still 
in the dark. 


Flying Boats 

The slow flying boats disap- 
peared with the war. On those 
wartime journeys they were 
stripped of all insulation material 
to take off weight. There was no 
heat. Over the North Atlantic, 
even in summer, it was bitter 
cold at 10,000 feet. We sat wrap- 
ped in blankets, our breaths con- 
densing in feathers of vapor. 

For years now there has been

one of the crossroads ports of the 
world. It is all glitter and 
chrome, with a magnificent din- 
ing room, gift shop, book store, 
liquor store, and a huge Irish bar 
where the visitors all go to have 
the tall glasses of Irish coffee.

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Hospital Authority Spent $64,050 
To Insure Grady’s Frank Wilson 


The Fulton-DeKalb Hospital Au- 
thority in 1954 spent $64,050.85 of 
Grady Hospital funds for an in- 
surance policy on Frank Wilson, 
Grady superintendent, The Consti- 
tution belatedly learned this week. 

Subsequently, the authority 
drew a contract with Wilson, 
whereby he will receive $500 in re- 
tirement benefits for every month 
he serves under the contract. The 
benefits are payable monthly. 

Although the insurance policy 
belongs to the hospital authority, 
under terms of the contract, its 
benefits will mainly be received 
by Wilson. 

The money used to purchase 
the policy was not taken from tax 
funds. Instead, it was drawn from 
a cash reserve of the authority 
known as the Trustees’ Fund,

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Are Military Cuts 
Dangerous Gamble? 


The outline of U. S military policy 
now emerging is rather plain. It is to 
maintain sufficient power to prevent a 
general war but not enough to win one. 

Further cutbacks in spending an- 
nounced this week by Secretary of De- 
fense Wilson is based on this theory. The 
action for economy’s sake is a calculated 
gamble, based upon the fact that we now 
have enough atom bombs to devastate 
Russia and aircraft in which to deliver 
them. Theoretically that is supposed to 
keep Moscow from embarking upon a dan- 
gerous course. 

It is obvious, though, that we're put- 
ttmig all our eggs in the atomic basket. 
But Russia now has or soon will have 
equal capability in that field. She has 
long held superiority in conventional 
manpower. 

Dependence upon the atomic arsenal 
leaves the United States with a major 
problem—how to prevent small border 
wars along the Communist perimeter. In 
other words, how can we prevent the 
small countries bordering Communist 
ceuntries from being swallowed up in 
Communist-inspired insurrections and 
revolutions such as happened in Indochina 
and almost happened in Korea? Will we 
risk atomic war to save them? 

Another major problem is the transi- 
tion into the age of the missile. Is Russia 
ahead of us in developing the long-range 
and medium-range missile? If she is, she 
will soon have the balance of military and 
diplomatic power on her side. She will 
continue to gain in influence in areas 
like the Middle East and will feel more 
free to encourage small wars and revo- 
lutions. 

The United States cannot lose the mis- 
siie race, no matter what the cost. Time 
will determine the wisdom of our policy 
of preventive power. But if the Russians 
beat us to the intercontinental missile, 
whatever remaining advantages we now 
hold would be in serious jeopardy. 

The most dangerous slash of all is the 
cut of 10 per cent in funds for basic 
weapons research. It is in this field that 
our security 10 or 20 years from now may 
well depend. It will be recalled that Tre- 
vor Gardner, a top research man in the 
Pentagon, resigned a year ago for what 
he termed our lagging program. Now this 
has been reduced, too. 

Economy is a desirable goal. Perhaps 


the facts warrant it at the expense of our 

military strength. The past says not. The 

past says that economy without regard 

to national security is a disastrous error.

Keep Tabs on Record 
Of the Errant Driver 


When the city court in Elberton opened 
for the August term, 116 persons for- 
feited over $4,000 in cash bonds on misde- 
meanor charges. 

By far the greater number of these 
charges were for traffic law violations. 

They ran the gamut—speeding, per- 
mitting a person to drive unlawfully, 
driving on suspended license, drunk on 
highway, passing on hill, passing‘on yel- 
low line, drag racing, hit and run on 
wrong side of road. 

And so it goes through a hundred bond 
forfeitures, on charges of having broken 
the traffic law in ways which often cause 
death to innocent persons. 

We hope and trust the Elberton court 
is one of those that follow up on drivers 
who would use the bond forfeiture as a 
Way to avoid a conviction record or a 
guilty plea. Otherwise the errant operator 
gets by with the loss of $25 or $35, his 
driver’s license intact and his record 
otherwise clear. 


The last Legislature made it possible - 


for the State Department of Public Safety 
to suspend the license when the report 
comes in showing a bond forfeiture in 
which the charge is a grave one. 

Some judges take a stern attitude to- 
ward the bond forfeiture and order a

Amazing ‘Mrs. Gray’ 
Is Mystery No Longer 


The mystery of Mrs. Janet R. Gray, 
which has intrigued Atlantans for days, 
finally has been solved. She is an interna- 
tional operator with a record in four coun- 
tries. She has used 22 aliases in a spec- 
tacular career, during all of which she has 
managed to escape jail although she’s 
wanted by authorities in several states. 

“Mrs. Gray” really lived it up in At- 
lanta, although managing to stay out of 
the limelight. Hired as bookkeeper-man- 
ager of the Decatur Clinic, she quietly 
and efficiently went about her task, in- 
cluding the alleged robbing of her em- 
ployers of sums of money estimated at 
upward of $100,000 in about two years. 

Addicted to dogs, fine cars and fur 
coats, she enrolled her “niece,” who was 
really her daughter, in a private school. 
The daughter, supposedly a 15-year-old 
exceptionally bright student, was actually 
a 20-year-old associate of her mother’s 
who possessed nine aliases herself. 

Born Margaret Lydia McGlashan, in 
Tientsen, China, the woman has had re- 
markable luck. She fled Atlanta on July 
20 amid a caravan of furniture and cocker 
spaniels, ina pink, air-conditioned Lincoln. 
There were moving vans and a station 
wagon in the parade, which somebody de- 
scribed as about as “conspicuous as an 
elephant in a snowbank.”’ 

But the audacious “Mrs. Gray” not 
only eluded the authorities, she is still at 
large. And from the tone of telephone 
calls coming to The Constitution, the pub- 
lic is amused. She has become a sort of 
Jesse James-type heroine. 

It must not be forgot, though, that the 
woman is a fugitive, with an FBI record 
which covers three typewritten pages. 
She should be caught and put away. And, 
incidentally, the police might keep a watch 
on dog shows around the country. The 
ironically named “Capital Gains” might 
show up in one of them.

Rights ‘Secret’ Clause 
Is Wholly Unnecessary 


Whether or not the amended civil 
rights bill passes the House—and the 
chances for passage now seem to be im- 
proved—there is another needed change 
which everyone seems to have over- 
looked. There is part of Section I of the 
measure which plainly restricts freedom 
of speech and the press. 

section I creates a commission to ex- 
amine all kinds of civil rights problems. 
Since we have study commissions on al- 
most everything else, there’s no great 
objection to another one. But buried in 
its lengthy wordage is a provision which 
calls for jail terms and fines up to 
$1,000 against anybody who releases or 
uses information obtained by the commis- 
sion behind closed doors. 

What earthly excuse can there be to 
keep proceedings of such a commission 
secret? Why should its activities and 
findings be kept from the American peo- 
ple? 

The right to vote is indeed a funda- 
mental one. But in seeking to safeguard 
that right, can there be any reason for 
destroying others which are equally as 
fundamental? 

The original bill had many bad fea- 
tures which were removed by the Senate 
after they had been interpreted correctly. 
The secrecy angle was overlooked. If the 
House does pass it, surely that section 
will be deleted, too.

Lid Must Be Clamped 
On ‘Worry-War? Stills 


Bootleggers in many Georgia counties 
are feeling the heat of a three-pronged 
attack by federal, state and local law eén- 
forcement officers. 

In a number of instances it apparently 
has led the illegal distillers to abandon 
the idea of big scale, factory-like opera- 
tions in favor of small “worry-wart” 
stills such as the one raided Thursday in 
Spalding County. In fact, Sheriff Joe I. 
Burson reports that is the only type left 
in Spalding. 

The federal crackdown on the flow of 
supplies to stills has, among other things, 
made it exceedingly difficult and often 
impossible for bootleggers to obtain 
enough sugar for a large installation. 
Those who are persistent enough to stay 
in the business resort to smaller units like 
the 35-gallon outfit destroyed in 
Spalding. 

Although the little stills can be re- 
garded as the lesser of the two evils when 
it comes to choosing between mass and 
limited production, they too, must be 
crushed, To do so will require increased 
vigilance of law enforcement officers.

Savannah Beach Practices 
Same Old Passing-the-Buck 


It’s about that time of year again. Usually it occurs a few weeks 
before Labor Day. Usually a grand jury brings it to public attention. 
This year an Atlanta newspaper did it. We refer to the story by Jack 
Nelson in Monday’s issue of The Atlanta Constitution about open vio- 
lations of state laws regarding liquor and gambling at Savannah 


Beach. 

The fact that certain state laws 
are ignored at Savannah Beach 
every summer is no secret. Pro- 
tests against the situation usually 
set the wheels of law enforcement 
into motion in late August and 
right after Labor Day most of the 
violations complained of cease. It 
is no coincidence that the passing 
of Labor Day also marks the close 
of the season for many Savannah 
Beach establishments. 

Now that the matter has been 
brought up, it is the signal for 
the usual buck-passing. This 
game involves the Savannah 
Beach police, town officials, coun- 
ty law enforcement officials and 
even the state officials. One says 
it is another’s responsibility to 
make the first move. Another says 
a citizen must swear out a war- 
rant and testify as to the specific 
violation. Another says the situa- 
tion is being investigated. And 
usually nothing is done until the 
violations involved end of their 
own accord in the normal closing 
up process following Labor Day. 


The entire situation is a result ° 


of a farce which we can call se- 
lective law enforcement, for want 
of a better name. It is a practice 
steeped in hypocrisy for there 
is no reason that the people of 
Georgia should not insist that all 
state laws be enforced to the let- 
ter—and if the people do not like 
the laws, they ought to have the 
courage to change them. 

The laws that are violated on 


Sunday at Savannah Beach are, 


: 


for the most part, also violated 
Monday through Friday. Are we 
to tell law violators they may 
break the law on weekdays but 
not on Sundays? Gambling and 
certain types of liquor sales are 
illegal whenever they occur. 

Selective enforcement also en- 
tails strict enforcement of one 
law, but not of another. Under 
this concept one form of gambling 
may be permitted and another de- 
nied. Or the sale of packaged 
whisky may be regulated while 
bars, serving mixed drinks, are 
permitted to operate throughout 
the county in full violation of state 
laws. Bars, incidentally, are ille- 
gal in Georgia, but that is one of 
the laws that is not enforced in 
certain communities — including 
our own. | 

There is no reason Savannah 
Beach should not be cleaned up 
immediately. It must be changed 
from a town of honky-tonks and 
dives, openly disregarding the 
state laws to the glare of neon and 
the blare of juke boxes, to the 
pleasant family resort it could be. 
Its natural assets are too valuable 
as a vacation and recreation spot 
to permit uninhibited exploitation 
by gamblers, the liquor interests 
and racketeers. 


There’s no reason any of our. 


state laws should not be. enforced. 
If the people don’t want them en- 
forced, they should change the 
law, not permit.a haphazard sys- 
tem of selective enforcement to 
make hypocrites of us all!

and a clipping “The Whirligig of 
Time” pointing out that in 1885, 
several generations after the in- 
tolerance of the Puritans, the new 
mayor of Boston was Irish, Dem- 
ocrat and Catholic. 

For awhile, Jake Plott kept all 
his clocks running. But he has 
acquired so many he had to give 
that up or else keep running him- 
self. Keeping the _ collection 
cranked up would be a fulltime 
job. 

Which reminds me of the clock 
fancier who died leaving a col- 
lection of more than 300 time- 
pieces.

An old preacher up in Ohio was talking with 
me the other week about church attendance. ] 
was complaining about the competition the 


church has today and how there are so many things bidding for the 


attention and time of the people, 


especially on Sunday nights. He 


began to laugh. He said, ‘‘Son, I am 84 years old and I have been 
hearing that same thing ever since I started preaching as a young 


man.” 

He told me about how the 
preachers became alarmed over 
the invention of the stereopticon 
They called it the “magic lan- 
tern.” It became quite the fad 
and on Sunday night neighbors 
would visit to look at each oth- 
er’s collection of pictures. Some 
preachers felt it would kill thé 
Sunday night service and 
preached against the sin of look- 
ing at pictures on Sunday. 

Along about the same time 
or a little later came the phono- 
graph and they knew that was 
the death blow because surely 
everyone would stay at home Sun- 
day night to listen to the music. 
The old preacher told me how 
they viewed the bicycle with 
great alarm, feeling on Sunday 
evening all the people would be 
out joy-riding. But when the au- 
tomobile came in, they knew that 
was a mortal blow. Nobody would 
ever be home again to come to 
church, they felt. 

He told me about how they 
preached against the sin of de- 
livering newspapers on Sunday. 
He smiled as he remembered 
how shocked he was once when 
he discovered that one of his chil- 
dren had slipped over to a neigh- 
bor’s house on the Lord’s day 
to read’ the comics. He gave the 
child a stern lecture as well as

the neighbor. 

Then came the radio and on 
Sunday nights there was Jack 
Benny, Charlie McCarthy and oth- 
ers. The people stayed at home 
in great numbers to hear them. 
There were preachers who felt 
the radio was the devil's instru- 
ment. When they started play- 
ing ball and opened the motion 
picture shows on Sunday, the old 
preacher told me of the sounds 
of fury that brought forth. Then 
came the mighty television and 
that threatened to close up not 
only the church, but nearly ev- 
erything else because surely the 
people would all stay at home 
to watch that. Now, he went on 
to explain, there seems to be a 
boat craze and it seems like near- 
ly everybody heads for some lake 
for the weekends. 

The old preacher had been 
laughing as he talked about those 
things destined to keep people 
away from church. Then he grew 
serious and softly sang the first 
verse of a hymn. The words 
were: “O where are kings and 
empires now — Of old that went 
and came? — But, Lord, the 
church is praying yet — A thou- 
sand years the same.”’ 

He said, ‘“‘Son, just preach the 
gospel and there always will be 
people eager to come and hear.” 


Russians Capitalize 


On U.S. Blunders 


WASHINGTON—On one of the most crucial 
fronts of the cold war the Soviets are clobbering 


us. Where we should be winning 


naturally and 


magnificently, where all the means of winning are on our side, we are 


losing miserably and unnecessarily. 


It’s time to do something about it— 


right now and before Congress adjourns and thereby fumbles the ball. 


What I am talking about is this: 

The Kremlin is successfully pic- 
turing the United States around 
the world today as the one nation 
unwilling and afraid to engage in 
a- man-for-man, reciprocal ex- 
change of students and specialist 
groups between the Soviet coun- 
tries and America. 

And it is successfully picturing 
itself as unafraid and eager to 
let many more American students 
and specialists into the Soviet 
Union—if we will reciprocate. 

We are pictured as_ timid, 
scared to let citizens from Russia 
and the satellites see the United 
States and intent upon maintain- 
ing an “American iron curtain’ 
against cultural exchange. 

We are just beginning to feel 
the full effects and see the full 
consequences of our mistake of 
imbedding into the Immigration 
Act the requirement that visitors 
must give their fingerprints to the 
United States government before 
we will grant them visas. 

And how the Soviets relish it; 
that is, relish taking advantage 
of it 

Here's what we do for them: 

1. We give them the most 
honey-laden jam-pot of anti-Amer- 
ican propaganda conceivable. It 
is guaranteed to win converts and 
influence waverers everywhere. 
The United States makes itself 
the only nation in the world re-

quiring finger-printing for visas 
to visit this country. Since we 
alone impose this requirement, 
Moscow has no trouble convincing 
much of the world that we are 
the ones who are against cultural 
exchange, that we fear having 
visitors from Communist nations 
see America and fear having 
American students, artists, schol- 
ars and specialists see the Soviet 
Union. 

2. Further, we play right inte 
the Kremlin’s hands on another 
point. We put into their hands 
the device which enables the So- 
viets to control and restrict the 
travel of Russians “while appear- 
ing to put the blame on America. 
They have no trouble persuading 
their people they ought not to 
vield to American demands to be 
fingerprinted and therefore they 
ought not to travel to the United 
States or only those should travel 
whom the government encourage 
to travel. 

Why not make one simple, sin- 
gle change in the Immigration 
Act this month—take out the fin- 
ger - printing requirement. The 
President is for this action. So is 
Secretary Dulles and Atty. Gen.

Francis Walter of Penn., has pro- 
posed it in the past.

In his tenure as chairman of 
the House Rules Committee he 
has made himself, to a greater 
degree than anyone else in re- 
cent years, a dictator of what 
bills can get to the floor of the 
House for consideration. 

The Rules Committee is sup- 
posed to be a procedural group to 
expedite the scheduling of bills 
approved by legislative commit- 
tees for House action. But long 
ago it arrogated to itself powers 
of life and death and, on occasion, 
just inters a measure. 

Chairman Smith has ambled 
into the spotlight again in the 
civil rights bill issue and in a way 
to upset the plans of the Demo- 
cratic Party’s Texas Democratic 
leaders, who were trying so hard 
to please their Southern Demo- 
cratic brethren, who include How- 
ard Smith. It is up to his commit- 
tee to decide whether: 

1. To send the badly mutilated 
civil rights bill passed by the 
Senate to conference between 
House and Senate to try to com- 
promise it with the more effective 
measure passed by the House—a 
course chosen by Republicans in 
the hope of getting a better bill 
than the Senate measure. 


2. To send ‘the Senate bill di- 


rectly to the floor for a_ vote, 
which is what Democratic leaders 
want to do. 

3. To bury the bill in the Rules 
Committee, which would guit 
Southern Democrats just fine. 

In his usual frank .manner,

Smith drawled his own personal 
preference to inquiring newspa- 
permen in this way: 

“IT am inclined to pursue any 
course which might result in no 
bill. Do I make myself clear?”

When he said this, his commit-

A strike by Briggs Stadium 
concession employes threatened | 
to keep the Detroit public from | 
the American League baseball | 
game between the Tigers and Chi- | 
cago White Sox Friday night.

_ KEEN EYESIGHT, TIMING HELP TED IN HIS FISHING, TOO

The other day I was looking through my pic- 
ture file, trying to find a glossy print of a jump- 
ing bass, and I came across a photograph of Ted 
Williams, made a couple of “ 
years ago when we fished to- 
gether for bonefish on the flats 
of the Florida Keys. 

For five days we cruised 
the shallow waters on the ocean 
side of the Keys, finding, hook- 
ing and releasing this silver- & | 
clad warrior of the flats, and J i F 
enjoyed every minute of it. I e 
don’t know Ted as a baseball 9 Fe & 
player, but as a fishing partner, * =" }§3 . :

The first two days went by before I was able 


to hook one of those elusive gray shadows. 
were fishing with flies, a heavy bonefish rod 
that handles a GAF line, and with the wind 
pouring off the Atlantic, I must admit that I just 


couldn’t set a fly down gently in a spot the size 
of a tea cup—which is required of a bone-fisher- 
man if he expects to consistently get strikes. 
Ted is a terrific fisherman. He handled that 
big flyrod as easily as he swings a bat. With his 
ham-like hands and precise timing, he can shoot 
a hundred feet of line into the teeth of the wind. 
When he tried to show me the power stroke that 
would make an accurate cast into the gale, I 
wrapped the backcast around his neck. 
Another advantage he had was in being able 
to see a cruising bonefish much further than I 
could. He’s got eyes like an osprey, but I went 
blind for two days trying to spot one of the gray 
shadows before it got within strike distance of my 
rod tip. Most of the fish saw our boat before I

“Tailing’ the guides call it. 

I was standing in the bow, with most of the 
fly line spread out around my feet to make 


quick, accurate casts. When I saw the bonefish, 
they were coming head on, and they were huge. 
Ted ducked my back cast and I made my most 
accurate cast of the day, laying my fly gently 
down, three feet in front of the torpedo-shaped 
pair. Both turned toward it, quickening their 
pace and I stripped in line to give the fly action, 
as Williams had instructed me to do. 

One of the bonefish made a run for the lure, 
and a six-pound barracuda lurking near, beat 
him to it. He jumped on the fly and my reaction 
set the hook. The ’cuda made one jump and cut 
the line, and two frightened bones streaked for 
deep water at the edge of the reef. Ted threw his 
fishing cap on the floor of the boat and stomped 
it in sheer exasperation. 

Under his tutelege, I finally caught a couple 
of nice fish on lures that Williams had tied, and 
we made another date to go after the briny white 
foxes. If it’s like the last one, it'll be a great trip 
with a doggone fine guy.

Girls Planning Jobs, 


Try City Planning 


By ELIZABETH MORGAN 


Imaginative, practical young women can turn to 
an expanding field—city planning—to have fun while 


earning a well-paid living. 

So declares Mrs. Margaret 
Breland, a research analyst for 
the Metropolitan Planning Com- 
mission. 

“There is an extreme scarcity 
of workers in this field, 
said Mrs. Breland, ‘“‘and almost 
any undergraduate background 
will qualify a woman for some 
job connected with planning.” 

“The real challenge,” she 
added, ‘‘is to get a master’s de- 
gree in city or regional plan- 
ning."’ Twenty-four colleges and 
universities now offer graduate 
courses in planning. 

In the South, Georgia Tech 
and the University of North 
Carolina offer such graduate 
courses. And the South, said 
Mrs. Breland, offers a wonder- 
ful chance to use city planning. 

In the 16-state Southern re- 
gion, urban population increased 
from 13 to 21 million between 
1930 and 1950. It is expected 
to increase another 13 million 
by 1970. The rural population 
has remained stationary.

And jobs of this type 
are open in city, state and re- 
gional planning agencies as well 
as engineering and architectural 
firms, transportation and com- 
munications companies, and big 
chain stores. 


SEMINAR 


Some workers—such as city 
engineers—need the techniques 
of city planning on a part-time 
basis to perform their jobs. For 
these people who may want 
fresh training and information 
the Southern Regional Educa- 
tion Board is sponsoring a sum- 
mer institute for city planners. 
Mrs. Breland will conduct a 
seminar at the institute to be 
held at Georgia Tech. 

“Planning is for people,” 
stated Mrs. Breland. It is used 
to create a better environment 
for people. Public transporta- 
tion, financial improvement, 
traffic control, park facilities 
are some of the areas where 
city planners work closely with 
city officials to determine what 
is best for the City’s future. 

Atlanta has had city planning 
since the 1920s, but metropoli- 
tan planning was established in 
1947. This type is useful in help- 
ing to coordinate the various 
agencies that work for the over- 
all good of the region. 


NO SAY-SO 


“We have no say-so about 
whether our planning is carried 
out,”” explained Mrs. Breland, 
“but we advise and suggest al- 
ternative plans. Industrialists 
and businessmen as well as city 
agencies call on the planners 
. - . they can get information 
about. suitable places to locate. 

Mrs. Breland met her hus- 
band, Dr. Woodrow W. Breland, 
at the University of North Caro- 
lina, where both were studying. 
Both are interested in education 
as well as sociology—Dr. Bre- 
land teaches education at Geor- 
gia State, and Mrs. Breland is 
an active member of the At- 
lanta Chamber of Commerce 
Committee on Education.
